Every citizen of Albany can 
help in the campaign to reduce 
losses due to burglary, Police 
Chief Ralph Jensen said, 


Your cooperation is needed to 
help reduce the surge in burg- 
laries which resull each summer 
when families leave their homes 
for vacation trips and weekend 
outings. By learning and prac- 
ticing a few simple home protec- 
tion hints, residents can keep 
their homes from falling victim 
to a vicious intruder, 


Failure to know and practice 
the fundamental techniques of 
home protection, was largely re- | 
sponsible for the 123 burglaries | 
committed in our city last year. | 
Although most people didn’t in- | 
tentionally invite intruders © to | 
ransack their home, they might | 
as well have hung up a sign say- 
ing, “no one’s home, burglars 
welcome!”’ 

A stroll around your neighbor: | 
hood any. day will tell you at a | 
glance who’s away; their porches | 
will be cluttered with -circulars; 
an accumulation of milk bottles | 
on the step; an unkempt lawn; an | 
empty garage with the door 
open; or a bulging mailbox. All 
of these are tip-offs that'll broad- 
cast /‘no one’s home” to anyone | 
canvassing the neighborhood.

Third Tour Added 
At Hearst Castle 


A new tour will be added to 
Hearst San Simeon State Histor- 
ical Monument July 1, Called 
the Recreation Wing Tour No. 3, 
it includes 36 rooms featuring 
gold fixtures, paintings by world 
famous artists, a dome-shaped 
Moorish stalactite ceiling, and a 
lavishly decorated 35-foot bath- 
room. 

Many of the furnishings and | 
art works had lain in storage for | 
years, unseen by anyone. The | 
“Portrait of Isabelle D'Este” by | 
the Renaissance artist Giulio 
Campi is one of these. Its where- 
abouts had been a mystery to the 
art world since 1920. | 


| The wing, which was com- 
pleted in 1948, was named for 
the recreation space — billiard 


room and theater—contained on} 
the lower floor. However, the} 
lower floor is not included in the | 
new tour. 
Tickets will go on sale July 1| 
at the Monument on a first- come, | 
first-served basis. Cost is $2 for 
adults and $1 for children, ages 
six through 12.

700,000 Older Folks 
Missed Out on 


‘Special Coverage 


| of their 


Residents of Albany are among 
the 700,000 older people who 
missed out on their first chance 
to enroll for medical insurance 
to supplement their basic hos- 
pital insurance under Medicare 
but signed up during the open 
enrollment period between Octo- 
ber 1, 1967 and April 1 of this 
year, 

The percentage of people 65 
and over enrolled in the doctor 
bill isurance part of Medicare 
went up from 92 to 95 per cent 
during “this period, Robert M. 
Ball, Commissioner of Social Se- 
curity, announced recently. 

Ball said that 18.6 million of 
the 19.6 million persons 65 and 
over in the nation are now en- 
rolled for the volntary medical 
insurance that helps pay doctors’ 
and surgeons’ bills and a variety 
of other health care services. 
About 17.9 million had the med- 
ical insurance protection at the 
beginning of the open enrollment 
period. 

Commissioner Ball noted that 
participation in the doctor bill in- 
surance rose from 92 to 95 per 
cent despite an increase of $1 in 
the monthly premium paid by 
those enrolled, And only 36,000 
older people gave notice of their 
wish to disenroll between Octo- 
ber 1, 1967, and April 1, 1968. 

The increase in the premium 
rate, from $3 to $4, effective 
with the month of April, and 
announced in December, 1967, 
was necessary in part to finance 
the improved medical insurance 
coverage and in part to cover 
higher than estimated current 
and projected costs of the pro- 
gram. 

The $4 monthly premium paid 
by older people who sign up for 
the medical insurance represents 
helf the cost of the protection. 
The government pays the other 
half of the cost. 

The next open enrollment per- 
iod will begin next January, Ball 
said, and will end March 31, 1969, 
with coverage beginning July 1, 


1969. -In the meantime, he ad- 
vised those approaching 65 to 
sign up for the supplementary
